This is election day! 

The democratic state-wide primary 
for the nomination of candidates for 
governor, United States senate, state- 
house offices, members of the supreme 
court and court of appeals, 
court judges and solicitors, members 
of congress, representatives in the gen- 
eral assembly, etc., will be held in 
Georgia today. 

The campaign that closed last night 
for United States senator to succeed 
the «junior incumbent, Thomas W. 
Hardwick, has been the most exciting, 
and in many respects, the most re- 
markable held in Georgia in recent 
years. : 

Loyalty Only Issue. 

It is the first state-wide election 
held in the state since the outbreak of 
the war, and loyalty to the war ad- 
ministration of President Wilson is the 
only issue in the rece for the senate, 
Senator Hardwick having been an ob- 
structionist of recognized embarass- 
ment in the prosecution of some fea- 
tures of the nation’s war program. 

The Hardwick vote is a concentrated 
anti-administration vote, while the 
oppositién, or the administration vote, 
is divided between W. J. Harris, of 
Polk, the expressed choice of President 
Wilson, and Congressman William 
Schley Howard, of DeKalb; Emmett R. 
Shaw, of Clay, and John R. Cooper, of

IN THE CONSTITUTION 


Thursday morning's Constitution 
will carry full details of where to 
register and instructions how to 
fill out registration cards. 

Every man who has reached his 
18th birthday and is not yet 46 
must register Thursday, September 
12 unless he has already register- 
ed or is in the United States army 
or navy service. The penalty for 
failure to register is one year’s im- 
prisonment, and a fine will not be 
accepted in lieu of the prison term. 


While the Stars and Stripes fly from 
every home and public building and 
military bands from Camp Gordon and 
Fort McPherson play martial airs, thir- 
ty thousand patriotic Atlantans, be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 46 years, will 
register under the selective service 
law Thursday, September 12.

Editor Canstitution: The evidence is 
all in and the arguments have been 
concluded.

What shall be the verdict? Shall the 
people of Georgia give an evidence of 
loyalty or disloyalty?

It is legally possible under the prea- 
ent vicious county unit system for a 
small minority of the people of Geor- 
gia to strangle the majority and im- 
pose upon the people of the state a 
senator who is not their choice. 

Senator Hardwick can not hope in 
any event to secure more than 25 per 
cent of the popular vote of this state, 
and it is incredible, almost, that he 
should poll a vote of this strength.

It is not neces- 
ary to engage in vituperations against 
his own record, which, in his public 
speeches, he ignores, proves the case 
of disloyalty against him.

Congressman Howard had a_ good 
record up to and through his first 
interview with the president.

General Crowder Says That 

Men From 32 ‘to 36 Will 
Also Be Included in the 
Calls for October.

Washington, September 10.—Youths 
of 19 and 20 years and men betwegn 
the ages of 32 and 36 inclusive, which 
register Thursday,-will first be called 
to the colors, Provost Marshal General 
Crowder announced today, and until 
the supply of available fighting mate- 
rial in their ranks has been exhausted 
older men will not be inducted into 
service. 

Questionnaires will go out first -to 
registrants of those ages and ‘local 
boards have been ordered to proceed 
with their speedy classification so that 
some of them may be called in Octo- 
ber. 

Pointing out that in classifying men 
above the ages of 31 the army draft 
would be “attacking the country’s eco- 
nomic life and entering an unexplored 
field,”” General Crowder in a public 


trial representatives besought their aid 
in applying the plans of industrial de- 
ferments so that “the maintenance of 
the military establishment of the na- 
tional interest during ‘the emergency” 
may not be interfered with. 

Before issuing his appéal, General 
Crowder had again pointed out that on 
estimates of experts the war depart- 
ment could expect to draw from. the 
classes above 31 only 601,000 men physi- 
cally fit. for military service and not 


the grounds of dependency or occupa- 
tion. He also said that men of 19 and 
20 called were entitled to admission 
to the students’ training corps at the 


.400 secondary schools, with which the 


war department has made contracts, 
but added that this corps wduld num- 
ber 150,000 men, while over 3,000,000 
youths below 21 will register Thurs- 
day. 

Methods of selecting those to be in- 
ducted into military service and edu- 
cational training corps, he said, were 
the concern of other branches of the 
administration. 

Crowder to Employers. 

In his statement to employers and 
other representatives of industry Gen- 
eral Crowder said the time had come 
when he must address to them some 
recommendations as to their share of 
responsibility in the classification of 
the new registrants and added: 

“I have noticed in the general ex- 
pressions of the public attitude which 
reach this office, two frequent features 
which lead me to the present comment. 
One of these features is the belief that 
the process of awarding deferred clas- 
sification to a _ registrant requires 
merely the filling out of the question- 
naire and that the selective service 
boards will perceive the propriety of 
making the deferment, without the as- 
sistance furnished by the registrant’s 
formal claim indicating the deferment 
desired. The other feature is the em- 
ployer’s failure torealize his respons!i- 
bility to intervene in aiding the board’s 
determination and therefore to inform 
himself fully on all the considerations 
which should affect the decision as to 
the deferment. Both of these features 
are due to a single larger fact, viz., 
a failure on the part of many to reflect 
on the industrial considerations cover- 
ing deferred classifications. 

Boards Lack Omniscience. 

“As to the first mentioned belief, it 
must be pointed out that if it were 
universally acted upon the process of 
classification would be seriously ham- 
pered and delayed. Some one must 
indicate that the individual case is one 
which should arrest the special atten- 
tion of the boards in respect to the 
registrants’ occupational status. The 
boards do not possess a superhuman 
omniscience. Nor are they permitted 
by circumstances to devote unlimited 
time to the search of questionnaires 
for possible grounds of claim. In 1917. 
out of more than 3,000,000 registrants 
ealled, only 440,000 filed occupational 
claims, or 4.7 per cent, thus 95 per 
cent of all registrants raised no ques- 
tion of such deferment. . 

“The boards will do all they possibly 
can on their own initiative to reach 
a just decision by a complete exami- 
nation of the questionnaire even where 
no claim is expressly made: neverthe- 
less, the boards will welcome and will 
need all the aid that can be furnished

After a full 
conference, in which all phases of the 
subject were discussed, it was agreed 
that Mr. Baruch was to lay te matter 
before his assistants and confer with 
us again.” 

The war industries board announced 
recently that appointment of a com- 
mission to investigate the cotton situa- 
tion was planned with a view of mak- 
ing recommendations toward stabiliza- 
tion of prices. Protests from all over 
the cotton belt resulted, the an- 
nouncement being generally regarded 
as a move toward price-fixing.

First U. S. Shell 


Sent at Germans 
By Sergeant Arch 


Captain McLendon in Com- 
mand of Battery Tells 
How First Shot Was Fired 
by Americans in France. 


New York, September 10.—The story 
of the first shot fired by the American 
expeditionary forces in the war with 
Germany—a shell sent crashing into the 
German lines about as dawn was 
breaking on October 23, 1917—is con- 
tained in a letter sent to the Associ- 
ated Press by the commander of the 
Indiana battery which performed this 
important action in American history. 
Alex Arch, of South Bend, Ind., a ser- 
geant in this unit—Battery C of the 
Sixth Field artillery—is the veteran 
soldier, who, according to this letter, 
yanked the lanyard of the pioneer gun 
to speak for the United’ States on the 
soil of France. 

Newspaper correspondents who in- 
spected the gun on the day it was fired 
were permitted at the time to’say in 
their cablegrams that this sergeant 
was from South Bend. The honor of 
firing this first shot had been claimed 
by another member of the same bat- 
tery. 

Credit to Sergeant Alex Arch.

Chief Beavers also declared that the 
work of Lieutenant Hart has been of 
the highest order since coming to this 
city. 

Resolutions were passed upon the 
death of Sergeant J. H. Hewell and 
the board granted the sum of $440, 
the balance of the year’s salary, to be 
paid to the sergeant’s widow. 

Here Chief Beavers nominated W.

Parfs, September 10.—There are 
three German lines of defense behind 
the Hindenburg line, the first elosely 
paralleling it and the others provid- 
ing for retreats along wide fronts, ac- 
cording to an outline of the German 
defense system printed by The Matin 
today.

Employer Represents Nation. 
“The employer in this situation 
represents the nation because in the 
statutory phrase ‘the maintenance of 
the military establishment or of the 


national interest during the emer- 
gency’ requires that some well-ad- 
vised third person should look after 
that national interest which the regi- 
strant himself may not have suffici- 
ently considered.” 

General Crowder then asks employ- 
ers to study their plants and industry, 
to single out really indispensable indi- 
viduals, and to study the conditions 
of deferment as provided in the regu- 
lations, mentioning the possibility of 
‘training substitutes and the availa- 
bility of women workers.” He dis- 
cussed the figures of the last draft and 
said that the number of class one reg- 
istrants under it amounted to only 6 
per cent of the population. 

“These influences ate therefore to 
be kept in mind by employers and oth- 
ers in weighing the question whether 
the best solution in the national inter- 
est is to ask for the deferment of indi- 
viduals or groups of men,” he con- 
tinued.

What would be the situation if, at the | 


end of the crop year, every farmer in Geor- 
gia were to set fire to more than half of 
his cotton crop after it is baled and made 
ready for market? 

Or, what would happen to the farmer 
who would deliberately and wantonly poison 
a large part of his cattle; or burned his 
corn in the field; or failed to harvest his 
peanuts, sweet potatoes, beans, peas, etc., 
leaving them to waste and rot in the ground 
or on the vines?

REGISTER TOMORROW! 


Urging all men between the ages of 18 
and 46, not previously registered, to register 
Thursday, September 12, under the selective 
military service law, is like urging men to 
pay their taxes or to comply with any other 
law of the land. 

It is a matter of duty, imposed by law, 
and not one of individual discretion or will. 
The individual has no more to say about 
whether or not he should register than he 
has to say whether or not he should respond 
to a court summons to serve as a witness 
or as a possible juror. He is called, and he 
must go; and that’s all there is to it! 

No matter if a man within the age limits 


is under mflitary weight, or over it; the tall 


or too short; has only one leg, or is para- 
lyzed; is deaf, dumb or blind, and knows 
himself to be phyically unfit for military 
service, he must register just the same. No 
matter if he is engaged in the most respon- 
sible position in the most vitally essential 
of war {industries and has a wife and sixteen 
children, an invalid sister and two feeble 
parents wholly dependent upon him for sup- 
port, and thus knows that he will be ex- 
empt, he must register. 

And after he is registered Uncle Sam 
will decide as to his qualifications for 
service, just as the court decides upon the 
qualification of a prospective juror or the 
competence of a witness. 


Registration for possible military serv- 
ice, and qualification for service after regis- 
tration are not matters of “local option” 
nor of personal volition. No element of in- 
dividual option enters into it. It is a re- 
quirement of law—nothing more nor less.

THE OULTURE OF BOILS. 

A boil is a simple matter or a collection 
of matter, it matters not where you have it. 
The gist of the matter in a boil is microbes. 

The microbes have to get in first, of 
course. And they have to come from some- 
where. Whence do they come and how do 
they break in? They come from the surface 
of the skin. You may imagine your skin 
is nice and clean, for you have just given 
it a great scrubbing. But let me scrape 
a bit of cuticle off and put it in a culture 
tube or stain it and put it under the micro- 
scope and I'll prove that your skin is swarm- 
ing with germs, clean as it is. Even the 
surgeon in the operating room realizes the 
impossibility of rendering the skin of his 
hands germ-free; that is why he wears rub- 
ber gloves, for rubher gloves can be ster- 
ilized. 

The state of the blood as regards purity 
has nothing whatever to do with one’s sus- 
ceptibility to boils and similar pus-germ 
infections. It is true that an individual! 
with diabetes is peculiarly liable to such 
infections, but, that is rather because of 
some inherent deficiency of his ductless 
giand functions, which have everything to 
do with resigtance to germ infection. 

Your first boil is a case of involuntary 
inoculation, for you rub it In, or your cloth- 
ing rubs it in, and the germs do the res‘?. 
vnee they are implanted under the cuticle 
Your second, third, tenth or thirtieth, as the 
case may be—but we hope it isn’t—is a case 
of auto-infection. You rub it in voluntarily, 
you inoculate yourself with some of the 
pus or the germs from Boil One. Oh, yes.

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Great Loss by Sleeping on 
Water Power Possibilities 


Editor Constitution: The Constitution is 
to be highly commended for its editorial 
Sunday on “The Power Famine,” and it 
should be thoughtfully and thoroughly di- 
gested by the people. The fact is, we people 
of Georgia could be indicteq for lack of 
progressiveness along that line and sen- 
tenced to the “booby hatch.” 

A number of years ago the owners of the 
big flouring mill at Estill, Tenn., desired to 
change from steam to hydro-electric power 
and I induced them to come to Dalton, and 
undertook to show them over in Murray 
county where I thought there was, and yet 
believe there is, ample potential power Soing 
to waste for want of being “harnessed;” but 
our hack and team got inextriéably stuck in 
the mud near Spring Place, the then county 
seat, and my prospectors got disgusted and 
turned back. Thus Murray county no doubt 
lost a big enterprise for lack of g00d roads 
I then took the Tennesseans to Cartersville. 
We went up the Etowah river and they were 
highly enthusiastic over the prospect. Their 
engineer afterwards went over the matter in 
detail and when negotiations were begun for 
the dam site they didn’t locate their big mill 
by a dam site—the rights had been pur- 
chased and is now held, and undeveloped, by 
the owners. A United States government en- 
gineer has since surveyed it and reports 
that there are four hundred and nimety thou- 
sand potential horsepower undeveloped. So 
great is it that when developed it would 
back water up nearly to Canton, in Cherokee 
county. 

This brings to my mind anot : 
Along in 1892 I wrote a aes on ecg 
the press in which J urged the Georgia lezis- 
lature to buy or condemn al] power sites 
for future use, as they might prove valuabie 
for electrifying the Western and Atlantie 
railway, the state’s property, and for ,other 
purposes. 

The then secretary of the interior incor- 
porated my letter, verbatim, in an article for 
The Atlantic Monthly. Some nine years ago 
when | was secretary of the Chattanooga 
Chamber of Commerce, there came to that 
city a company of Toledo capitalists headed 
by Congressman McDermott, of Chicago, who 
desired to put up a plant for making aiumi- 
num ware and demanding 25,000 hydro- 
electric power. 

The Chattanooga and Tennessee river lock 
and dam were not completed, and they were 
encountering great trouble in preventing the 
seven bays from filling up with water seep- 
ing in from beneath, and they could hold out 
no encouragement; in fact, they told the 
Toledo men that when it was completed ail 
the 64,000 horsepower expected to be de- ’ 
veloped had been contracted for. This cave 
birth to the Eastern Tennessee Power com- 
pany, or, as it-is popularty known the Ococe 
company. Thus Chattanooga lost a big 
plant that would have employed 25,000 hands, 
and Georgia lost an opportunity to sell al! 
the bauxite from her’ 28 openings in the 
northwestern part of the state. 

The question now is: How lemg are we 
going to sleep thus slothfally?

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PICKED FOR CHARGE, 
THOMAS LOST LIFE 


Capt. Clark Howell, Jr., Re- 
ports on Death of Ray 
Thomas of Company L. 


Nixburg, Ala., September 10.—(Spe- | 
cial.)—The family of Roy P. Thomas, 
of Nixburg, Ala. a member of the 326th | 
Regiment, 824 Division, has just recetv- | 
ed a letter from Captain Clark Howell, | 
Jr. in command of Company lL, of 
which Mr. Thomas was a member, giv- 
ing the first report of his death on the 
French front. 

Official notice had already been re- 
ceived that. Mr. Thomas had been killed, 
but no information as to the details of 
his death came untfl the recetpt of 
Captain Howell’s letter to his family. 

The engagement referred to was re- 
ported in full in today’s Constitution, 
it appearing thet thirty-eight picked 
men of Company L, had been assigned 
to the charge made by Companies K 
and M, and Mr. Thomes was among 
this number. 

Hig people are highly esteemed here 
and the community was much affected 
by the receipt of Captain Howell's let- 
ter, which is as follows: 

Captain Howells Letter. 

At the Front in France, American 
Expeditionary Forces, August 6, 1913.— 
Mr. Allen Thomas, Nixburg, Ala My | 
dear Mr. Thomas: For the purpose of 
‘carrying out a very important under- 
taking thirty-eight of the best men 
of L Company were selected to be at- 
tached to K Company, of this regiment. 
Among them was your 500, Roy P. 
Thomas. 

After guccessfully accomplishing its 
mission, under a hailstorm of shot and 
shell, the party returned to our own 
lines. While there your son wae struck 
by a shell and was instantly killed. 
llis death oceurred about 5 o‘clock on 
the morning of the 4th of August, and 
he was buried with military honors on 
August 5, 1918. 

“On behalf of the entire company I 
write to express to you our last tribute 
‘> your noble son, who willingly suf- 
rered the supreme sacrifice that his 
country might remain free. 

“He was a real man, a true soldier 
and a devote@ patriot. 

“May God bless his soul. Sincerely 
yours CLARK HOWELL, JR., 
“Captain, Company L, 326th Inf.

Boston, September 10.— Big Jim 
Vaughn, the powerful left-handed pitch- 
er of the Chicago Nationals, kept the 
Boston Americans out of the world’s 
Championship today by winning the 
fifth game of the series, 3 to 0, after 
the contest had been delayed for an 
hour by an unprecedented strike of the 
Players of both teams for a readjust- 
ment of their share of the proceeds. 

When it seemed as if the players and 
the representatives of the national com- 
mission, Garry Herrmann and Ban 
Johnson, were hopelessly deadlocked, 
and the curtailed baseball year would 
fizzle out in a strike, Harry Hooper, 
the Red Sox captain, called the turn. 

“We will play,” he‘ said, acting as 
spokesman for both teams. “Not be- 
cause we think we are getting a fair 
deal, because we are not. But we'll 
play for the sake of the game, for the 
eake of the public, which has always 
given us ite loyal support, and for the 
sake of the wounded soldiers and sail- 
ors who are in the grandstand waiting 
for us.” 

Players Dissatisfied. 


The players, even before the start 
of the series, had manifested dissatis- 
faction over the division of the money 
and this unrest has grown greatly as 
the games progressed, with small at- 
tendances on the average for the first 
four contests, in which the players’ 
share the gate receipts. Both teams in- 
sisted that the winners had been guar- 
anteed $2,000 each and the losers $1,400.

thousands come in,” Chairman Herr- 
mann, of the commission, said 

No such announcement was made, 
however. The players still tried to im- 
press on the commission the justice of 
their cause, while the commission point 
ed out that the matter was out of 
their hands, and that any change in the 
division of the proceeds would have to 
be submitted to the club owners for 
ratification. 


Hooper Ehds Strike. 


Shortly before the time for calling 
the game Chairman Herrmann stated 
the position of the commission posi- 
tively. 

“The commission cannot change th: 
rule,” he said. “It was proposed and 
agreed to by both leagues and it is up 
to them. If there is a strike we shal! 
end the series at this point and divid: 
the money that was coming to the 
plavers equally among the club owners 
And we will also teke care of the plav- 
ers’ share of the Red Cross contribu 
tion.”’ 

Mr. Herrmann’s words only led t: 
further argument, which was leading 
nowhere when Harry Hooper, one o. 
the most popular veterans of the game 
turned to his fellow players and re- 
minded them of the crowd awaiting 
outside. He put the situation up t-: 
them forcibly and in a few words, and 
all hands agreed to eall off the strike 
and go on with the game for the 
game's sake. 

In the meantime the crowd was ut- 
terly at sea as to the cause of the 
deserted diamond. They filed steadily 
in until nearly 25,000 had been seat- 
ed. In the fear that such a huge 
gathering would start ae riot in 
the event of the announcement of a 
strike, police reserves were rushed to 
the park. 

But the crowd took the long wait 
patiently. The band did its best. to 
‘fill in with popular war numbers and 
| patriotic airs. The arrival of detach- 
ments of wounded soldiers and sailors 
‘brought all hands up cheering lustily. 
Finally, half an hour after game time, 
lit was announced that the hostilities 
| would begin “in about 15 minutes.” At 
this point the crowd as a whole was 
enlightened as to the cause of the de- 
serted field by former Mayor John F. 
‘Fitzgerald, one of the “royal rooters,” 
;the Boston world series cheering organ- 
ization. 

: Taking a huge megaphone and going 
ito ench section of the stands and 
ibleachers, he stated the cause of the 
‘delay and the determination of the 
players to go through with the series. 


| Players Cheered and Booed. 


When the players, headed by the 
Cubs, finally emerged on the field they 
were greeted with mingled boos and 
cheers. They had a short workout and 
then Sam Jones, one of Boston’s star 
right-hand pitchers, went into the box 
for his first appearance in the big se- 
ries. 

The Cubs clawed him badly from the 
start. Flack, the first man up, drew 
a pass and Hollocher,shot a single ovgr 
second, Flack pulling up at the mid@e 
station. The situation grew worse when 
Mann sacrificed both runners along, 
and with only ont out, runners were 
on third and second. Paskert came up 
prepared for a killing and sent a hard 
low liner to left field. It looked like 
a sure safe hit and both runners start- 
ed with the crack of the bat. But 
Whiteman, running in fast, caught the 
ball below his knees and with a great 
throw doubled up Hollocher at second, 
l retiring the side without a score.

The Agreement. 

New York, September 10.—According 
to the official bulletin of the National 
Commission containing the rules and 
regulations of the world’s series of 
1918, the players’ share of the game re- 
ceipts was to be divided under the fol- 
lowing rule: 

“The division of the players’ pool 
to-wit: Sixty per cent of the geceipts 
of the first four games after the de- 
duction of the allotment of 10 per 
cent to the National Commission, shal! 
be made in accordance with amended 
paragraph 2 of section 17 of the joint 
rules and regulations for the conduct 
of the world series as promulgated 
January 7, 1918, provided that the ag- 
gregate amount equals or exceeds 
$152,894.48, on which basis the fixed 
amounts of $2,000 for each member of 
the winning team, and $1,400 for each 
played of the losing team was com- 
puted. 

“If for any reason the players’ fund 
for 1918 shall be less than $152,894.48 
the respective shares of the players 
participating shall be scaled in the pro- 
portion and to the extent of the de- 
crease in the aggregate players’ reve- 
nue of 1918, as compared with 1917.”

Boston, Mass., September 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Chicago'’s Cubs fought their 
way back into the running for the 
world’s championship today after poor 
old baseball, oft disgraced by magnates 
and players, had received the hardest 
blow in its history. The players, dis- 
satisfied over the division of money 
for the series, went on strike, delayed 
the game for an hour while a big 
crowd waited and wondered and final- 
ly saved themselves from the wrath of 
the public and the game from ending 
in utter disgrace by conceding the 
point, declaring that they surrendered 
only for the sake of the game. 

Then they went out and played the 
best game of a really remarkable se- 
ries and, playing glittering bali be- 
hind Vaughn, won, because for the 
first time since the series started they 
managed to place their hits in timely 
fashion. They had the Red Sox on 
the defensive at every stage of the 
fame and Vaughn never reaHy was in 
serious trouble. 

The few times in which he allowed 
the Red Sox a faint chance to score, 
his infield rose to the occasion and the 
speedy fielding of Hollocher and Pick 
startled the Boston fans and resulted 
in double plays.

His alleged offense’ specifically is 
that by indirection and insinuation in 
this speech it was his intention to af- 


firm the “war program” of the socialist 

party at St. Louis in June, 1917. This 

program was adopted by a referendum 

of the party, and is outspoken in op-y7 

posing the war and among other things 

pledges the party to oppose conscrip- 
on. 

Two witnesses testified on this point. 
They were Clyde R. Miller, a Cleve- 
land reporter, who interviewed Debs, 
and Joseph Traner, an agent of the de- 
partment of justice, who attended a 
meeting of the state secretaries of the 
National Socialist party in Chicago 
last summer. 

Miller, in his interviews, asked Debs, 
he testified, if he repudiated the “war 
program.” On both occasions the wit- 


;ness said Debs replied that he stood 


by the program and was ready to die 
for it. Traner testified that at the 
Chicago meeting Debs said he hoped 
that the secretaries would do nothing 
to change the program. In substance 
the foregoing constitutes the govern- 
ment’s tase. 

Other witnesses were Virgil P. 
Steiner, a 20-year-old stenographer, 
who took a report of the Canton speech 
for the department of justice; E. R. 
Steerling, a stenographer, who  per- 
formed a similar task for the social- 
ist convention; C. E. Ruthenburg,, now 
serving a@ year in the Canton work- 
house for opposing the draft, and Ed- 
ward A. Evans, a soldier whose pre- 
vious reportorial training led him to 
take copidus notes of the speech while 
on furlough from Camp Perry. Ruth- 
enburg was socialist candidate for 
mayor of Cleveland. It was his case 
which was carried to the supreme court 
of the United States and on which the 
espionage act was declared constitu- 
tional. 

Ruthenburg wrote the St. Louis 
“war program” and testified as to its 
adoption. He said Debs did not attend 
the convention. _ 

The defense noted many objections 
and exceptions for use in case an ap- 
peal is necessary. Mr. Debs will be the 
principal witness for the defense. 
Evans was introduced largely to show 
that men of draft age were present 
during the Canton speech and subject 
to its influence. 


U5. NEGRO SOLDIERS 


FEARED BY GERMANS 


With the American Army in France, 
September 10.—(By tthe Associated 
Press.)—*The enemy heavily shelled 
towns in the Woevre sector behind our 
lines Monday morning. One of his pa- 
trols attacked the American’ outposts, 
but was easily driven off. 

There was considerable activity in 
the Vosges district Monday night. One 
encounter took place, the enemy retir- 
ing with one wounded man. Negro 
troops have occupied one Vosges vil- 
lage in which French civilians were 
held prisoners. The Frenchmen on 
coming through to the American lines 
declared that the Germans were con- 
siderably excited at finding themselves 
opposed by negroes, of whom they are 
said to be afraid because of reports 
that the American negroes cut off the 
ears of their prisoners. 

The negro soldiers in this sector re- 
cently had an example of German 
treachery when a German patrol at- 
tacked after shouting ‘“kamerad.” They 
are thoroughly determined to have 
their revenge. 


Cordele Man Crushed 
When Coach Overturns; 
Dies in the Hospital 


Cordele, Ga. September 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—In less than a moment, without 
warning of danger other than that 
which prompted him, at the very last 
twinkling of an eye, George lL Scan- 
drett was crushed to death under the 
wheels of a passenger car on the Geor- 
gia, Southwestern and Gulf railroad 
as the train for Albany was pulling 
out early this morning. He died at the 
local hospital, where he was taken by 
S. M. Hamilton, who was near the scene 
of the accident in his automobile, 

Mr. Scandrett’s back was probably 
broken. Several local physicians were 
called. They worked vigorously to’ 
keep him alive, but death came as rap- 
idly after his body was removed from 
under the trucks of the car, 

The car left the rails at the “Y” just 
beyond the Cordele compress as it 
bumped along the ties. Mr. Scandrett 
made an effort to jump clear of it, but 
fell just in time to be caught under 
the trucks and crushed beyond hope of 
recovery. 

Mr. Scandrett was one of the most 
prominent citizens of the community; 


was a member of the board of educa- 
tion, and an extensive farmer. He was 
always in the forefront with enterprise 
and progress, and his untimely death 
will be widely mourned. Mrs. Scandrett 
and three daughters, Misses Lois, Ruth 
and Carrie, all.of Cordele, survive. 


MANY IRON CROSSES 
BESTOWED BY KAISER 


Paris, August 25.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—<According 
to L’Eclair, Emperor William o@® Ger- 
many has been extremely profuse in 
his generosity to high officers, princes 
and other dignitaries in his bestowal 
of the iron cross. L’Eclair points out 
that he has found 153 princes to honor 
with the highest German decoration; 
967 general. 26 other high dignitaries 
and 51,386 Germans of the general staff. 
The number of private soldiers honor- 
ed with the decoration is only 4,743. 

Besides 12,645 non-commissioned of- 
ficers Mave received it. The number 
in the aviation service reaches 3,934; 
in the navy 4,562; in the medical serv- 
ice 1,053; chaplains 84, and members of 
army service units 472. All these were 
of the first class. 

The number of iron crosses of the 
second class reaches many hundreds 
of thousands.

Steamer Frank Y. Buck Re- 
ports Destruction of Raid- 
er September 3 Off the 

_ Atlantic Coast. 


Washington, September 10.—Destruc- 
tion of an enemy submarine on Sep- 
tember 3, off the Atlantic coast by gun- 
fire from the American steamer Frank 
Y. Buck, was reported to the navy 
department today by the master of the 
steamer. He said that two shots were 
observed to hit the submersible, which 
gank after a “terrific explosion.” 

The submarine, the captain said, 
opened fire on the steamer at a range 
of 4,000 yards, but when it found aft- 
er an interchange of three-score shots 
that it was outranged by the Ameri- 
can’s guns, it tried to draw off. It 
was then that the ship put in two shots, 
which the captain believes destroyed 
the enemy. 


The Captain’s Story. 


The captain's story of the encounter, 
as made public tonight by the depart- 
ment, was received over the long-dis- 
tance telephone from an Atlantic port 
at which the Buck had arrived. Earlier 
in the day the department had heard 
that there had been a battle between 
a steamer and a submarine in which 
the enemy was sunk, and began an 
investigation to learn the facts. 

The captain’s narrative, as summa- 
rized in the report to the department, 
follows: 

“On September 3, at 8:25 a. m., an 
enemy submarine was sighted on the 
starboard beam at 4,000 yards. The 
submarine opened fire with two 6-inch 
guns. We answered with forward 
guns. We eaw the shot fall about 400 
yards short and immediately swung 
stern forward to submarine, using 
after guns. Our shots were very close 
to the submarine, and the submarine 
shrapnel were bursting very near to 
us, eome of the pieces faling upon our 
deck amidships. We changed the course 
frequently, which seemed to upset the 
submdrine‘s aim and range. AS soon 
as the submarine saw our range was 
equal to her’s, she hauled away from 
us. Up to that time she had been 
closing in on us. 

“Before the submarine could get out 
of range, our twenty-eighth shot from 


the after gun apparently hit her stern. } 


The twenty-ninth shot hit her jtst 
forward of the conning tower, near and 
under the waterline. .The bow imme- 
diately shot up into the air very sud- 
denly, then settled and went down out 
of sight, the stern making a half turn 
toward us and then it disappeared. 
“Upon shots striking the submarine 
we saw very closely a terrific explo-

destroyed her, as she sank almost in- 
stantly after the shot struck her. 


“The engagement lasted twenty min- 


utes. Some of the fragments of the 
submarine fell on our decks and were 
picked up by the quarteramster and 
chief gunner’s mate. 

Submarine 300 Feet Leng. 

“The submarine was about 300 feet 
long, of the early type of German sub- 
marines, with high bow, and had two 
6-inch guns close to the conning 
tower, foreand aft. She fired in salvos, 
using about sixty shots altogether. She 
was camouflaged and flew-no flags.” 

The navy department announced that 
the catpain of the Buck highly com- 
mended the efficiency and canduct of 
Chief Gunner’s Mate Joseph Ssteffens, 
and the entire armed guard under his 
command. 


The summary was made public with- 
out comment, and pending receipt of 
more detailed: reports, naval officials 
reserved opinion as to whether the 
submarine activities off the coast were 
These were expected in a day or two. 

Reports of the sinking of subma- 
rines by merchant ships have not 
been infrequent since the German 
raiders first began operations in 
American waters last May, but the 
account of the captain of the Buck was 
more complete and circumstantial than 
any heretofore received, and some of- 
ficers were inclined to the belief that 
the submarine had been accounted for. 

The location of the fight was not 
given in the department’s announce- 
ment. The last previous reports of 
submarine activities of fthe coast were 
received late last month after an en- 
emy craft had captured the fishing 
schooner Triumph in New England 
waters and armed her as a raider:

STEAMSHIP DORA 
SUNK BY SUBMARINE. 

London, September 10.—The Ameri- 
can steamship Dora, formerly under 
the Austrian flaz, was torpedoed and 
sunk on September 4, approximately 
400 miles off France, as the result of 
an attack on a cargo canvoy. The 
crew was saved. 

The steamship was struck at 6:20 
o’clock in the morning. A calm sea 
enabled all the crew of eighty-five to 
escape. They were picked up by de- 
strovers. 

The submarine daringly took up a 
position about 130 yards from the star- 
board side of the convoy column and 
about an equal distance from the near- 
est destroyer and fired at the Dora, 
which was heading a column of three 
vessels. 

he lookout reported seeing a peri- 
scope just after the wake of the tor- 
pedo was discovered, but nothing more 
was seen of the submarine. The tor- 
pedo struck immediately aft, throwing 
the cargo of army supplies as high as 
the mast tops, but only one member of 
the crew was hurt. 

The escorting ships immediately 
dropped numerous depth charges 
where it was believed the torpedo came 
from. Owing to the sfted with which 
the warships acted and the close prox- 
imitv of the W-boat, it is considered 
possible that the submarine was either 
destroyed or badly damaged. 

This attack is somewhat different 
from the recent methods of U-boats in 
firing on lone vessels and giving no 
attention to protected convoys, and it 
shows more reckless daring in an ef- 
fort to sink convYoved boats than has 
been usual during the past few months.
